The Governntent of Goa , Daman & Diu , by its Order 
No. 28 / 4 / 82 - ILD dated 15th April, 1982, has referred for 
the adjudication by this Tribunal of an industrial dispute 
between the above parties. The schedule annexed to the 
order of reference reads as :follows : 

" Whether the action taken by the employer of M / s. 
Nayhind Papers and Publications Pvt. Ltd., Panaji , to 
discharge Shri Puto R. Shirodkar, Peon from the services. 
with effect from 8-7-1980 is legal and justified ; 

If not, to what relief Shri Shirodkar is entitleri to ? " 
2. The case of the workman is that he was appointed as 
Deon in the Navhind Papers and Publications Private Limited 

and prior to that, he was working as personal 
attendant the Chairman and Managing Director of the 
Company. He has always worked for the employer company 
to the best of his capabilities ; never -the -less, on 2-5-1980 , 
he received a letter from the Manager of the company sus 
pending him , pending inquiry , on certain allegations of major 
misconducts made against him . On 16-5-1980 , he received a 
letter signed by the said Manager Levelling certain baseless 
charges against him . He was asked to show cause as to why 
disciplinary action should not be taken against him . The 
Workman replied to the letter. "On 4-6-1980, a charge-sheet 
was served upon him and he was informed of the inquiry to 
be held by Shri G. M. Nagardenkar . The workman attended 
the inquiry , which was a farce and against the principles of 
natural justice . After the conclusion of the inquiry , he was 
informed that he was discharged from services :w.e.f. 8 : 7-1980 . 
It is submitted that his services were terminated without any 
reason and for no fault committed by him . 

3. The employer , in its written statement, has submitted 
that the workman was discharged after fair and proper 
inquiry was held against him with due compliance of the 
principles of natural justice. The inquiry officer held the 
workman guilty of the misconducts charged with , which 
findings ; according to the employer, are supported by the 
evidence recorded in the said inquiry .

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4. A preliminary issue on the fairness of the domestic 
inquiry held by the employer was framed and the said issue, 
after evidence of both the parties was recorded , was decided 
against the employer, by, my order dated 15-7-1982 . 


5. Since , by virtue of the above order, the domestic inquiry 
conducted by the employer was held as not fair and proper , 
the employer applied to the Tribunal for permission to lead 
fresh evidence to prove the validity of the termination order , 
which application was granted . 


10. The workman , in his statement , has denied the charges 
levelled against him , and stated that his relations with Vijay 
kumar Kalangutkar are not good because he did not do his 
personal work and , regarding Vilas Sardesai, he thinks that 
he has a grudge against him because the workman visits 
the house of the Directors and Shri Vilas Sardesai thought 
that he was complaining to the Directors against him . 

11. Having regard to the fact that the incident in question 
took place when the Manager Shri Vilas Sardesai, who is 
the person who has issued the charge sheet, the order of 
suspension and even the discharge order and against whom 
the workman has made the allegation of grudge, which 
allegation otherwise has not been proved , one has to be more 
cautious while assessing the evidence led by the Management, 
which evidence consists of statements made by witnesses who 
are all working under Shri Vilas Sardesai, 


6. As per the charge- sheet, the charges against the work 
man were : 


i) Drunkness and disorderly behaviour while on duty 

at the place of work ; 
i ). Late attendance without sufficient " cause ; and 
il ) Commission of an act subversive of discipline and 

good behaviour. 


12. Vilas Sardesai has stated that the workman was fully 
drink and was either laughing or shouting ; that every body 
must have heard the noise of his shouts and he had to be 
removed from the office but he does not remember who 


On the above charges, the employer led the evidence of one 
Vijaykumar Kalangutkar , Gazir Khan Kittu and of Mr: 
Vilas Sardesai Manager of the employer and the workman , 
only his own evidence . As per the charge- sheet, the workman , 
on 30-4-1980 , reported for duty at 2.35 p . m . fully under the 
influence of liquor and intoxicated state. Not being in a 
condition to perform his duty and in order to avoid distur 
bance in the smooth working of the office , the Manager was 
constrained to remove him from the office .

7. Shri Vijaykumar Kalangutkar, who is working for the 
employer for the last 13 years , and as Asstt. Manager since 
1979, has stated that the workman is a Peon in the office 
and reported at about 2.35 p.m. when the office , after lunch , 
commences at 2.30 p.m. He was walking bazily and losing his 
balance ; he sat at his normal place where the peons sit ; 
sometime after , the bell from the Manager s cabin rang ; the 
workman got up and walking hazily managed to enter the 
cabin ; he was there for 3-4 minutes ; thereafter he came 
out murmuring something and went away. Thereafter , the 
witness was called in the Manager s cabin and informed that 
the workman was under the influence of drink and intoxicated 
and could not even stand on his feet. Therefore, the Manager 
had asked him to go 


was sent for medical examination ; the witness Vijaykumar 
Kalangutkar saw the workman coming out of the cabin and 
murmuring something ; this witness does not refer to any 
shouts . The other witness Gazir Khan Kittu also refers to 
the workman as murmuring while going out. Although this 
witness has used both the words " murmuring and shouting " , 
from the way he has deposed , it appears that, infact, the 
workman was mummuring and not shouting . Further , Vilas 
Sardesai has deposed that the workman did not enter his 
cabin even after he rang the bell for 3-4 time, whilst , from 
the statement of Kalungutkar , it appears that after the bell 
rang the workman got up and walking hazily managed to 
reach the cabin . It is to be noted that this witness has stated 
that Vilas called him and told him that the workman was 
drunk , could not stand on his feet and so he had asked him 
to go away . Had Kalungutkar witnessed such drunken 
condition of the workman , it is but natural that when Shri Vi. 
las Sardesai told him about this fact he would have immedia 
tely informed Shri Vilas that he too had seen the workman in 
such condition while entering the cabin . 

13. In the absence of medical examination to prove the 
intoxicated condition of the workman , the evidence led by the 
Management is not sufficient to convince me that the work 
man was drunk and behaving in & disorderly manner and 
was in such a condition that he could not perform his duties. 
It is true that the past record of the workmani is not good , 
but the past record is to be looked into only when the offence 
is found proved and not before that . 


.. 


8. The next witness is Gazir Khan Kittu , who has stated 
that the workman has not misbehaved with him at any time, 
but he saw him coming to office drunk many times. On the 
day of the incident, the witness saw the workman going to 
the office at about 2.35 p.m. or so ; he saw him in a gay mood 
and walking in a hazy manner ; after half an hour or so, he . 
saw him going out; at that time, he was murmuring and 
shouting " Vodlem Jeth Dakoitam " . Subsequently , the witness 
came to know that the Manager had told him to go home 
because he had come drunk and was not in a position to work . 


14. In the premises above, I answer to this reference by 
passing the following order : 


ORDER 


9. The last witness is the Manager : Vilas Sardesai, before 
whom the alleged incident took place . He has stated that, on 
the day of the incident, he came to the office after 2.30 p.m. 
and rang the bell for calling the peon ; the workman attended 
the cail but was fully drunk and in an intoxicated condition ; 
the workman was either laughing or shouting ; therefore, the 
witness asked him to go home. 


The discharge of the workman , by the employer, w.e.f. 
8-7-1980 is not legal neither justified . Hence, I order his 
reinstatement; with full back wages . Costs of Rs. 200 / - to 
be paid by the employer to the workman .

In his cross, the witness has stated that the charge sheet 
was issued to the workman by the witness and also a letter 
suspending him from services ; he has further stated that 
the workman came late because he did not enter his cabin 
even after he rang the bell 3-4 times ; the workman was 
smelling of liquor even from far away . Regarding the ex 
pression used in Exh w - 1 " It is reported " , he has stated 
that the draft is prepared by the Personnel and the practice 
is to be in this manner. In HxH W - 1, which is signed by the 
witness , it is stated : “ We were constrained to remove you 
from the office " . To the question who removed him from 
the office , the witness has :replied that their peon must have 
removed and carified that the workman was not removed 
physically . The witness does not . remember who else was 
present in his cabin at that time; he does not remember 
whether he sent the workman for medical examination ; he 
did not call anybody to see the incident because everyone 
must have seen it . The workman was shouting in the cabin 
and might have gone out shouting , but he does not know 
because he closed the door ; everyone in the office must have 
heard the noise when the workman was shouting in the cabin .
